The present invention is directed to a process of preparing 3-pentenenitrile by 
hydrocyanating 1 ,3-butadiene in the presence of at least one Ni(0) catalyst comprising 
phosphorous ligands. The process is conducted in a loop reactor having at least one 
feed line and one discharge line, an external pumped circulation system, an inlet tube 
and at least one jet nozzle. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 6,169,198 B1. None 
of the published processes anticipated, or rendered obvious, the process as described 
in this application.
